SPACE CENTER, Houslon (AP> — With a shout of 
Joy and the rlnR of laughter. Spacelab 3 scientist 
Taylor Wang anoounced from orbit Thursday that ho 
had repaired on experiment he has been waiting for 
nine years looperate in space. 

“It's working, it's working." Wang announced after

"When It came on, you've never seen such joy on 
anyone’s face," sold astronaut Don Lind, a Spacelab 


to repair Ihe science instrument, a device wliich he 
helped develop. Its purpose Is to study the effects of 

- weightlessness on drops of fluid and the results could 
• lead to Improvements in metallurgical and chemical 
■ industrial processes. 

The- repair was particularly good news lor Ihe 
science team of Chailcnger's spacelab mission. Three 
experiments already had malfunctioned and are 
beyond repair aboard the science module. 

Earlier, the astronauts tidied up the cages of thetr 
space mcnaceric of monkeys and rats, a ntl.rcporleil 

- that a sickly monkey seemed to be feeling bettor. 

Scientists said Ihc restoration of Wang’s experiment 
means that data i,s being gathered now from 12 in- 
struments. assuring Spacelab 3 has become a scien- 
tific success. 


They were particularly pleased with two crystal* I 
growing devices. The lurnace-llkc equipment is talcing 
advantage of weighlle.ssness to produce electronic 
crystals of a purity and uniformity that is impossible 
lo.accomplish in the gravity of Earth. 

"1 think we’re doing very well, although there will 
always be casualUds in lerm.s of objectives,” said 
Spacpiabmissionmanager JoeCromln.

In Soulli Africa (he confrontation over apartheid 
sharpens, and in the United Stales a fecling'grows dial 
Americans are doing loo little for justice in South 
Africa and may even be comforting injustice, 

• This is what is behind the rising impatience with the 
Reag'an administration's policy of ‘'conslructivc 
-T^ngagcmentt^-andr^peelflcailyrUurxountering-eam- 
palgn to legislate economic sanctions against South 
Africa. What is the right thing to do?- 

Above all else, the United States must speak in its 
, true voice . Too ofte n constructive e ngagement has 
amounted to a formula for pulling punches arid making 
excuses for apartheid. 

While paying lip service to black dignity^. American 
policy has often conveyed a sense tliarbla’cks are too’ 
impatient— and that somehow whiles are justified in 
resisting the black majority's demands. 

The burden should hot be on blacks to show they 
deserve the rights they claim, but on whiles to slop de- 
nying equal rights to all South Africans. 

Strong governments like the one in Pretoria bend 
chiefly to inexorable internal demands, which are 
mounting. 

In current circumstances, blacks are setting the 
•pace of protest, and foreigners can do little to spare 
them the harsh immediate consequences (death, ar- 
rest, firing). 

But outsiders can assert, constantly and sharply, the 
standards South Africa ought to meet in response. 
' Apartheid is an outrage, and neither whites nor blacks 
should be allowed to think the United Slates believes 
otherwise. 

Sanctions express outrage. buHhat is at once their 
, pjjn.cipal valueand their principal deficiency. 

" • • •c'Hsy^'slogan.s to the effect that Western investment 
and trade "finance apartheid” conceal the hard truth 
thafsanclions would lik(?ly slow the'^rigine orcliange' 
- - that is the South African economy (or put firms'in the 
hands of foreigners untroubled by apartheid), expose 
black job-holders to direct loss, push white, Soutii 
Africa further toward an embattled self-reliance and 
punish South Africa’s cf^ndent black neiglibors. 

The fallback argument, that sanctions, though of 
dubious economic effect, would have a considerable 
political shock value, stops working as sanctions move 
from the threatened to the real. ^ 

Americans should not let themselves be distracted 
by a debate on this second-order issue. The first order 
needs an unblurred focus; the steps whites should 
promptly undertake to end aparllieid. 

The recourse to violence must go, The indecencies of 
discrimination must go. The pass laws and the group 
areas bet. instruments for white control of black labor. 

• must go. The homelands structure, robbing blacks of 
their common South African nationality, must go. The 
denial of black political rights must go. 

In short, the alternative to .sanctions need not bo 
‘‘constructive engagement.” or doing nothing. It is 
targeting apartheid.

PARIS lAB'r- The unguarded U.S. mililory cemetery nt Omaha " 
Beach In Normandy was invaded by vandals who spluttered the' 
main monument with slogans, many of them anll-Jewish, an official 
reported Thursday. 

He said it was the first such Incident at the site since a permanent 
cemetery was created at Omaha Beach In 1954 to replace temporary 
burial grounds dug during the war. 

Many casualties of the June 6. 1944 Allied Invasion at Normandy 
are buried in the cemetery. More than a million visitors come each 
year to the cemetery overlooking Omaha 6cach., .

... Monday night or early Tuesduyr 

He said they spray-palnled at least 20 slogans in French on ihe
